As  a  result  of  their 
leadership  role  in  the  rebellion  against  the  "official"  art  style  of  socialist 
realism,  they  were  exiled  from  their  country.  One  sees  in  this  current  group 
of  works  an  attempt  by  the  artists  to  continue  both  the  traditions  of  the 
Leningrad  school  of  Analytical  Art  and  the  old  Russian  Byzantine  School 
of  Art.  The  Group  has  exhibited  widely  in  Leningrad,  Moscow,  Western 
Europe,  Canada  and  the  U.S.A. 


MARK  LUCA:  STREET  ROLLER  PRINTS 

Works  by  Bay  Area  artist,  Mark  Luca,  have  been  seen  in  several  museums, 
around  San  Francisco  as  well  as  in  New  York,  Mexico  City  and  Canada.
